An Interview with Zev Bufman 


Think of old sayings about suc- 
cess (nothing succeeds like . . . He 
has achieved it who has lived well, 
laughed often and loved much .. .) 
and you think of Zev Bufman, young 
man on the ascent, a leader of the 
theatrical world, who still insists that 
more important to him than fame and 
money are his family, good friends, 
fine food, travel — and his daily 
game of tennis. 

Mr. Bufman is a five-time winner 
on Broadway, where he has co-pro- 
duced Your Own Thing, Spofford, 
Jimmy Shine (with Dustin Hoffman 
in the lead), Spitting Image, and Big 
Time Buck White. 

He is also the guiding light of the 
‘“‘sunshine circuit theatres’? — Parker 
Playhouse in Fort Lauderdale, Coco- 
nut Grove Playhouse in Miami — 
and is associated with Frank Hale 


and James Riley in booking the shows 
for Royal Poinciana Playhouse in 
Palm Beach. 

Negotations are now underway 
for a theatre in Orlando, to open in 
conjunction with Disney World. Also 
probable is a playhouse in Sarasota. 

It had been many months since 
we’d caught up with the dynamic 
young man, but catch him we did on 
a brief breather between his trip to 
Europe to open the London produc- 
tion of Your Own Thing and the 
wrap-up of the 1969 Florida season. 
Two days later he would be off to 
Hollywood, to start a six months pro- 
duction stint on The Naked Ape for 
Universal. 

Soft-spoken and affable, yet taut 
and vibrant as a coiled spring, Mr. 
Bufman sat behind a magnificent 
writing table in his office, answering 


calls, making lightning-quick deci- 
sions, formulating plans. 

His office was designed to soothe. 
Antique sofas and chairs in velvets. A 
brilliant tapestry table-covering. One 
entire wall a montage of striking 
black and white photographs. On an- 
other wall, a series of awards includ- 
ing the New York Drama Critics 
Award for the Best Musical of 1967- 
68, Your Own Thing. 

His wife, Vilma, designed the 
room and her picture added a person- 
al touch. 

“My writing table? We found it 
one day while searching for props in 
old junk shops,” said Bufman. 

Then he relaxed, asked his secre- 
tary to hold his calls, and settled 
down to bring us up to date. 


On plans for the South Florida 
season of 1969-70: 

‘““We’ll do ten shows, each with a 
two-week run. . . more musicals. . . 
audiences prefer something light when 
they’re on a holiday.” 

The Bufman organization treats 
every play that comes to Florida as a 
Broadway production. And his is the 
only company in the country that of- 
fers current Broadway plays.

The current fad for sensationalism 
will pass, says Bufman. ‘‘People are

two hundred top producers. But there 
are less than twenty top men in New 
York,” he explains. 

He admits he gets a kick out of 
getting the best table at Sardi’s. One 
probable reason for the red carpet 
treatment is that Zev Bufman Pro- 
ductions is employing over five hun- 
dred actors, with an annual payroll of 
fifteen million dollars. 

A good percentage of them are in 
productions of Your Own Thing. In 
addition to the New York and Lon- 
don companies, there are those in 
Australia, Norway, Philadelphia, San 
Francisco, Los Angeles and Las Ve- 
gas. There’s also a national touring 
company. 

When in New York, Zev runs his 
enterprise from offices atop the Para- 
mount Theatre Building. The view of 
the hurrying city inspires the young 
man in a hurry. 

Why does he hurry? Where is he 
going? 

“If you’re in a hurry, you take 
longshots, you save yourself years of 
tedious climbing. You reach a point 
— maybe it’s egomania — at that 
point something tells you that you 
know as much as anyone about your 
business. Then you get restless, you 
look for new challenges.” 

Zev is known for delegating au- 
thority, yet he keeps tabs on every- 
thing going on — casting, choreogra- 
phy, costuming. Finances, schedules, 
bookings. 

He puts faith in director Don 
Driver, who’s ridden to fame with 
him. It is Driver who directs The Na- 
ked Ape. “‘A challenge to put on the

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In California, the Bufmans leased 
the sprawling hillside home of George 
Peppard. It’s big, plush, comfortable, 
with a full office, library, projection 
room. The works, movieland style. 

On a recent European jaunt, Zev 
indulged his love for Brioni suits. Vil- 
ma ordered a wardrobe at Valentino. 
‘““My wife has always been sure I’d 
make it. She was living like this even 
before I could afford it,’’ he says 
fondly. 

At casual meeting, Bufman seems 
far-removed from the tough dog-eat- 
dog ways of Hollywood and Broad- 
way. But his is an iron hand in a vel- 
vet glove. 

‘“‘T find anger and toughness very 
rare and cherishable qualities, which 
must be used sparingly to be effec- 
tive. If used too often, you dissipate 
their strength. So I save them for spe- 
cial opportunities. When I do blow 
my top, people notice.” 

His goal is really quite simple: 
“The complete involvement in prop- 
erties,’ which to Bufman means dis- 
covering writers, directors, actors. 
Finding new ways to fascinate audi-

Money is Their Metier 


Mooney was the key word at re- 
cent Washington happenings. Mon- 
eymen were in the White House din- 
ner spotlight, international financiers 
were saluted at important events, and 
the woman who makes the precious 
commodity was in the news. 

Starting with mid-day arrival cer- 
emonies, President and Mrs. Nixon 
gave a warm and happy welcome to 
New Zealand’s Prime Minister and 
Mrs. Keith Holyoake, friends from 
Eisenhower days. For the dinner, a 
U.S. Marine honor guard lined the 
long driveway to the brightly-lighted 
White House, and inside the U.S. 
Marine Band played as President and 
Mrs. Nixon greeted the Holyoakes on 
the North Portico. 

The affable Prime Minister, who 
has made numerous trips to this 
country, knew many of the dinner 
guests, a number of whom were titans 
of the financial world. He greeted Ho- 
nolulu’s Lowell Dillingham, known as 
‘‘Hawali’s richest,’’ Mobile Oil’s Pres- 
ident Rawleigh Warner Jr., Mutual 
of Omaha’s Board Chairman V. J. 
Skutt, Hugh Bullock of Wall Street’s 
Calvin Bullock, Ltd. and such. 

The receiving line was formed in 
the Great Hall where a highlight was 
Lowell Dillingham’s presentation of a 


beautiful lei to Mrs. Nixon with the 
traditional ‘‘aloha.’’ Fashioned of fra- 
grant white blossoms, it added glam- 
our to her white, Countess Alexander 
gown embroidered in gold. 

Guests ranged from Pittsburgh’s 
Richard Mellon Scaifes of the Mellon 
fortunes to the Elmer Goodes, whose 
extensive Iowa farm was visited by 
President Nixon during the 1968 cam- 
paign. Seeress Jeane Dixon, a Demo- 
crat who predicted the Nixon victory, 
was attending her first White House 
dinner.

The glitter of a first night adds glamour to Trosby’s mid-season super sales. Police are 
on hand as the Rollses roll. Flashbulbs flash. Many bystanders watch the beautiful people. 


IN& York City’s internationally 
known auction galleries, the Parke- 
Bernet, are generally recognized by 
the initials P.B. 

This small town in South Florida, 
P.B., has an auction gallery too. It is 
called Trosby Inc., and it handles the 
biggest sales south of Mason and Dix- 
on’s line. (They were the 18th centu- 
ry astronomers who pegged it just 
south of Pennsylvania and we’ve all 
had to live with it since.) 

About a quarter of a century ago 
an astute gentleman named Milton E. 
Freshman bought a small Palm Beach 
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auction gallery from two brothers. It 
is now the fourth largest in the world, 
but give him time. Sotheby’s of Lon- 
don didn’t get to work till 1733. 

Everything goes in Trosby’s large, 
comfortable building on Royal Poinci- 
ana Way. If you must have dish tow- 
els at three for a quarter, check Tros- 
by warehouse sales. 

If you must have a painting fo. a 
quarter of a million you will have to 
bide your time until the next big mas- 
ter painting sale. Van Gogh’s The So- 
wer went for $250,000 in 1965. 

There’s a heap of selling between 


Van Gogh and dish towels. Say dia- 
monds, which are little to look at but 
big to insure, even if you simply want 
to move them down the block. 

Furniture is harder to snatch, of 
course, but Trosby has cops on hand 
when the going is rough. 

Their chandeliers may be too deli- 
cate to swing from, but they add that 
special grace. 

In recent years, an annual sale of 
master paintings has brought conserv- 
ative people out from under their safe 
deposit boxes. Mr. Freshman had a 
mildly portentous word for them in 
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The Trosby Galleries’ entrance foyer has 
framed memorabilia, comfortable clutter. 


1965 when he said, ‘‘According to the 
current trend, our grandchildren and 
perhaps even our children may speak 
with wonder of a time when it was 
possible to purchase and take home, 
for mere money, a Sisley, a Pissarro, 
a Bonnard...” 

Well, they’re still taking them 
home every February when Trosby 
renews itself as a winter auction capi- 
tal. Dealers and collectors’ agents 
from all over this country and Europe 
say happy things to each other while 
they slide the knife in between the 
third and fourth rib. 
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Specialized auctions frequently attract bidders throughout the United States, often Europe. 


Here an intent group considers the merits of a huge pear-shaped diamond, other jewels. 


A spokesman for Trosby Inc. had 
the following comments. 

‘“‘Nobody else (in Palm Beach) 
handles the type of stuff they do. 
There’s only one problem. In the last 
couple of years they have had to go 
out and travel all over Europe look- 
ing for things to sell at auction.” 

He continued. ‘“‘These master 
painting sales I’ve tried to talk 
them out of them. But there’s so 
much prestige involved and there’s so 
much publicity involved in running a 
master painting sale that it’s almost 
suicide to stop doing it. 


‘‘Half the time the stuff... they 
can’t sell it because the bids aren’t 
high enough. You know how these 
things work. They can’t find a pur- 
chaser. Simply because you have un- 
scrupulous dealers who will come in 
and try to steal good stuff at auction. 

‘There are times Trosby will not 
accept bids from dealers. In tact, 
the only time that they really accept 
bids from dealers that I know of is 
during their annual warehouse sale. 

“Then they don’t care what they 
sell to whom.”

AE eae and Mrs. Guilford 
Dudley Jr. arrived in Copenhagen 
late one afternoon last summer to 
take up residence in the U.S. Embas- 
sy. 

Less than 24 hours later, they 
hosted an official cocktail party fol- 
lowed by a formal dinner at nine. 

“We hadnt unpacked. our 
clothes,” said Jane Dudley, ‘“‘but we 
had our pictures up and the books in 
place.” 

While getting settled seems to go 
on continuously to Jane Dudley (she 
has great plans for making the sun- 
porch more like a Florida room, etc.), 
it was actually accomplished over- 
night.

The Embassy, Rydhave, is lo- 
cated in picturesque Strandvej adja- 
cent to the sea. It was built in 1873 
and is on the way to Hamlet’s castle, 
Elsinore. During World War II it was 
used by the head of Nazi occupation 
forces in Denmark. ‘‘It even has a 
bomb shelter,’ Mrs. Dudley pointed 
out. 

The grounds rise steeply from the 
road that winds next to the cold blue 
water between Denmark and Sweden, 
and cover six acres of shrubs and 
flowers.

visit, he and Jane also paid a formal 
call on the Thai Ambassador and his 
wife. ‘““They don’t expect you to stay 
forever,’ said Ambassador Dudley. 
‘‘But in the meantime you are expect- 
ed to savor the delicacies prepared for 
the visit.’’ In the case of the Thais, 
this included orange cake with whip- 
ped cream ‘‘which had about a mil- 
lion calories per crumb,” said Jane. 

‘“A lot of people think the ambas- 
sador just has to be a good host,” 
said Ambassador Dudley. “‘A wite 
should take care of that. Jane knows 
what’s going to take place.” 

‘‘The pace is so much more accel- 
erated than anyone could imagine un- 
til they experienced it,”’ said Jane. 

‘‘T was so briefed in Washington,’ 
Ambassador Dudley continued, ‘‘that 
I haven’t had any surprises since I’ve 
been here. Maybe a little surprised by 
the paper work that comes over my 
desk. I’m glad I’d taken a rapid read- 
ing course to help me.”

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Every morning there’s a briefing 
on daily papers. A staff meeting fol- 
lows, then Ambassador Dudley works 
over dispatches, either originating or 
signing them. He is re-briefed by dif- 
ferent section chiefs (in two hours 
they tell him what their jobs are) and 
he sandwiches in calls on foreign offi- 
cials. 

‘‘When we get some free time I’m 
going to study Danish, French, take 
ballet and tennis lessons, and we’re all 
going to ride together,’ said Jane. 
Just then, their 10-year-old daughter, 
Trevania, came in from play. 

“This is the first time in her life 
she’s had a girlfriend for her nextdoor 
neighbor and she’s so pleased,’’ said 
her mother. (The Dudleys are from 
Nashville, Tennessee and also have a 
home on South Ocean Boulevard in 
Palm Beach and one in Southamp- 
ton, Long Island.) 

‘““Trevania goes to French school 
here — so called because it was start- 


ed by French nuns,”’ said her father. 
‘‘Now it’s run by English nuns. They 
start teaching French in the fourth 
grade.” Trevania is currently learning 
Danish, which is a very difficult lan- 
guage. 

A previous ambassador had told 
Angie Novello (the late Robert Ken- 
nedy’s secretary, now secretary to the 
Ambassador), ‘‘All you need to know 
in Danish are three words — “Tak, 
tak, yeh, yeh and farvel, farvel.” 
That’s doubled-up thanks, yes and 
goodbye. 

Before accepting his ambassadori- 
al appointment, Dudley said he had 
to resign as head of Nashville’s Life 
and Casualty Insurance Company 
(affiliated with American General of 
Houston) and also nine other boards, 
some of them in England. 

An avid painter, he uses their 
daughter as a model for each year’s 
Christmas card. First he paints Tre- 
vania’s portrait, astride horseback or 
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wherever, and then it’s reproduced for 
their friends. Bubbling Trevania 
adores to show off her father’s paint- 
ings, and will take you by the hand 
to every one of his works. On the 
walls in the Embassy hall-foyer there 
are also pictures of Dudley ancestors. 


His three great grandfathers in- 
cluded a vice president of the United 
States under James K. Polk, George 
Mifflin Dallas; the Secretary of the 
Treasury under Madison, Alexander 
Dallas; and Alexander Dallas Orr, 
who according to Dudley fired the 
first shot in the war of 1812. Presum- 
ably Dallas, Texas, derived its origins 
from this clan. 


The U.S. Embassy has a tennis 
court, which has provided the Ambas- 
sador with his chief exercise since ar- 
riving in Denmark. “At home I ride 
horses,” he said. His portrait in their 
racing silks commands a prominent 
wall of the Embassy’s living room. He 
hopes to import some horses from En- 
gland so he can ride again soon, as ex- 
ercising three horses before breakfast 
is his idea of a snap. 

“There aren’t a lot of charity af- 
fairs in Denmark because the State 
takes care of the people,” the Dud- 
leys explained. But Jane was busy 
working on a ball benefiting multiple 
sclerosis, which was held at their resi- 
dence in late August under a marquee 
loaned by the Danish Army. 

Even Princess Margarethe and 
Prince Henrik attended the impres- 
sive event. 

‘“‘None of the women had ever 
worked on a ball before,” said Jane, 
who admitted she had the most expe- 
rience but would in no way imply 
that she was running the show. Un- 
like balls held in this country, theirs 
had no name. And all the chances for 
prizes were to be sold that night, in- 
stead of selling tickets beforehand to 
derive the most revenue. Each of the 
embassies donated favors to be used. 

In September, Jane had a taste of 
homecoming. Back to Nashville she 
went to attend the Symphony benefit 
which she started. This year it be- 
came Nashville’s first annual Sym- 
phony Royale Ball and Mrs. Dudley 
served as honorary chairman (“‘look-

“Research shows more snow falls 
the second week in February than in 
any other month,” says young Robert 
Bingham, chairman of the Snow Car- 
nival that is sponsored by the Boone 
Chamber of Commerce. So this year 
the carnival will be held from Febru- 
ary 9-16. 

Plans for the forthcoming carnival 
include a parade at dusk in Boone 
February 9; an ice sculpture contest 
by students from Appalachian State 
University at Boone and Lees-McRae 
College at Banner Elk; the first pro- 
fessional ski race in the South, han- 
dled by ski-great Rip McManus; 
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... the seven state area will 


elect their own snow queen...” 


many visitor-participation events 
such as ice skating, toboggan races; 
and the Snow Ball February 14, at 
which time the ski clubs from a sev- 
en-state area will elect their own 
queen to compete for the title ‘““Snow 
Queen of the South!”’ 

This second annual snow festival 
will find all five ski resorts. participat- 
ing and Charles D. Murphy, Jr. of 
Stone Mountain, Ga., president of 
SESCA, says that 20-plus member ski 
clubs will turn out. 

Interesting to note that the At- 
lanta Ski Club has some 2,000 mem- 
bers, is the largest city club and the 
second largest in the United States. 
Also, that Jacksonville and Miami, 
Florida have very active ski clubs. 
Other areas, not usually thought of as 
interested in the fluffy white stuff 
known as snow, boast clubs such as 
Huntsville, and Birmingham, Ala- 
bama; Sevierville, Johnson City, 
Knoxville, Gatlinburg, Nashville and 
Elizabethton, Tennessee; Greenville, 
South Carolina; Decatur, Georgia; 
and Durham, Winston Salem, Ashe- 
ville, Linville in North Carolina. 

It was only seven years ago that 
folks in the North Carolina moun- 
tains changed their attitude toward 
winter. Before that time it meant four 
months of no golf or fishing, dreary 
days and fireplace nights. Then in 
late 1961 and early 1962 the old 
Blowing Rock Ski Lodge, now Appa- 
lachian Ski Mountain, made skiing a 
permanent sport in the South. 

Now known as the granddaddy of 
the ski areas that blanket the heights

of the Blue Ridge, Appalachian Ski 
Mountain started the ski fever. For- 
merly a public stock company known 
as Blowing Rock Ski Lodge, the cor- 
poration was bought by a small group 
of snow-loving businessmen in De- 
cember 1968. Owners today are W. 
Harold Mitchel of Valdese, N.C., 
president; Herbert Reynolds of Win- 
ston-Salem, vice-president; Lloyd 
Caudle of Charlotte, secretary, Grady 
G. Moretz, Jr. of Boone, treasurer 
and general manager, and Earl B. 
Searcy, Sr. of Valdese, N.C. 

This ski resort offers a variety of 
slopes tailored to taste. The advanced 
slope has a top elevation of 4,000 feet 
and is 2,000 feet long, with a vertical 
drop of 336 feet that ends at the base 
lodge and is served by a T-bar lift. 

Most amateurs enjoy Ski Moun- 
tain’s lengthened Intermediate Slope 
which is 900 feet in length with a gen- 
tle verticle drop of 130 feet and is ser- 
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viced by a brand new double chair 
lift. Meanwhile the Beginner’s Slope 
is a 250-foot area where one can per- 
fect one’s skill in safety with no wor- 
ries about collisions with speedsters 
from the advanced slope. This slope 
sports a rope tow. 

Another rope tow services a 750- 
foot slope for the private use of stu- 
dents in its public Ski School headed 
by Appalachian State University’s 
physical education director, Professor 
Eric DeGroat. The school operates 
seven days a week, and teaches the 
American System with a full staff of 
highly qualified instructors. 

A unique service at Ski Mountain 
is that the slopes are made available 
for college credit ski classes through 
ASU in Boone. Slopes here can ser- 
vice 2,000 skiers a day, and all slopes 
are lighted for night-time skiing: 

Skiers congregate at Ski Moun- 
tain’s restaurant with its gigantic pic- 


ture windows framing the skiers 
shooting the slopes. Cafeteria style 
during the day, it offers steaks and 
short orders at night, and Saturday 
nights it converts into a Steak House 
for dinner-dancing until 1 a.m. 

Closer to Blowing Rock than 
Boone, Ski Mountain is on U.S. 
routes 321 and 221 and offers a com- 
plete line of rental equipment for 
both children and adults. Its shop 
stocks Munari boots from Italy, and 
has converted to all Hart Metal skis 
with step-in bindings. 

A few miles southward, down 
Route 105, is the year-round moun- 
tain resort colony, Hound Ears Lodge 
and Club. It’s nestled in a secluded 
valley 3,000 feet high and surrounded 
by mountains towering to 6,000 feet. 
Like the four other ski areas hereab- 
out, Hound Ears’ ski season opens in 
mid-December and runs through mid- 
March. 
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Ski enthusiasts head for the base of ski slope at Beech Mountain at Banner Elk, which is reputedly the highest resort in the East. 


This club opened its first ski sea- 
son in 1964 and can accommodate 500 
‘“‘swoopers”’ daily on its two slopes. 
The professional slope is 1,200 feet in 
length with a 107-foot vertical drop, 
serviced by a double chair lift. The 
beginners’ slope is 500 feet and sports 
a tow rope with ASU students serving 
as the ski patrol. 

A private club is Hound Ears, 
owned by Carolina Caribbean Corpo- 
ration of which the well-known land 
developer, Grover C. Robbins Jr., is 
president. However, Hound Ears 
Lodge operates as a hotel of 50 rooms 
and there are some 20 privately 
owned chalets available for rent. 
Come December they offer special 
“‘Learn-To-Ski”’ rates which include 
lodging, breakfast and dinner; skis, 
boots and poles; unlimited use of all 
slopes and lifts not only at Hound 
Ears but at nearby Beech Mountain.

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The Four Arts Garden is per- 
haps the most peaceful place in Palm 
Beach, probably the most exotic, cer- 
tainly the most diversified.

They fell apart to a great extent 
during World War II as their creators 
were scattered. 

When they rose from the weeds 
again it was no longer as seven indi-

Club, a group of energetic people who 
plan the comings and goings of plants 
with knowledgeable affection. 

Today the original magic remains, 
but there’s been a merger through 
landscape that brings China, Spain, 
Palm Beach and the wild jungle un- 
der one board of directors. 

There are two formal entrances to 
the gardens, one on Royal Palm Way 
and one just next to the Library of 
the Four Arts. You may also enter 
through French doors inside the li- 
brary itself, and you will find marvel- 
ous nooks and hidden crannies in 
which to read a book. 

But say you go through the deli- 
cate wrought iron grillwork of the li- 
brary gate. 

And say vou have obtained a 
copy of the Four Arts Garden catalog 
which lists over a hundred labeled 
plants. 

There’s a coquina bench just to 
your left and it’s lovely soft stuff to 
sit on (devilish on stockings). 

If you can tear yourself away 
from the numbered plant descriptions 
you may consider the fact that you

are sitting on a piece of what Florida 
is built on. Millions of tiny sea crea- 
tures gave up their lives for it, and 
it’s not so.often you can relax on 
something that’s at least a thousand 
years old. There are other coquina 
benches strung throughout the 
grounds. Don’t miss the one near the 
Formal Garden. It has a perfect 
whole fish sawed in half just the way 
a good waiter might filet it at your 
table. 

Once adjusted to your catalog, it’s 
easy to play the botanical genius. 

Be knowledgeable about Cha- 
maefistula Antillana (No. 85), the 
West Indian Shower Tree with the 
lovely blossoms during’ winter 
months. 

Be casual about Strelitzia Reginae 
(No. 27), because you know it’s really 
a Bird-of-Paradise and not a banana 
vree: 

Be anything you like when it 
comes to Canangium Odoratum (No. 
71), because it’s really Ylang-Ylang, 
the perfumed flower Malayan girls 
put in their hair when they have mat- 
rimony in mind.. 

Or keep the written word for an- 
other day and simply wander through 
the different worlds that have been 
created for you. 

An agreeably old-world loggia and 
pavilion stretches the length of the li- 
brary, with great pots of specimen 
plants standing about on the brick 
and coquina terrace. Hanging baskets 
of rare blooms are suspended from a 
latticed shelter. Chairs and tables 
beckon with the careful informality of 
an old-fashioned Palm Beach patio. 

Look south, and you have your 
first intimation of Oriental exoticism. 
An intricate wooden Moon Gate hung 
with ferns looks into the Chinese Gar-

~lis the season to be joyous, and 
to follow the ancient custom of en- 
joying cheesecake. To the cheese con- 
noisseur this luscious, wickedly rich 
confection is the queen of all cakes 
and takes precedence over our time- 
honored fruitcake whatever the sea- 
son. 

Ancient is the word for cheese- 
cake, because it dates all the way 
back to the Greeks. They called it 
Apician Cheese Cake, or Aristoxe- 
nean, or Piloxenean. Plato mentioned 
cheesecake, and long before Christ 
was born, a town near Thebes was 
named for it. The Romans gave 
cheesecake new flavor, serving it drip- 
ping with Hyblaean Thyme, their ce- 
lestial honey. 

More than 2,000 years later, in 
the present-day Elizabethan era, the 
Lord Mayor of London chose tradi- 
tional cheese tarts as the Coronation 
dessert at the city luncheon in Guild- 
hall, given in Queen Elizabeth’s hon- 
or. The recipe for the little cakes, 
called maids of honor, is said to have 
sold in the time of the first Queen 
Elizabeth for a thousand pounds. And 
yet the ingredients were simple; but- 
ter and eggs and pounds of cheese, 
with a dash of brandy and citrus fla- 
vor to give zest. 

England’s Oxford Dictionary de- 
fines cheesecake as a ‘“‘tartlet filled 


with sweet curds, etc.’ And this 
harks back again to the Greeks, 
whose crust filled with a cheese mix- 
ture called ‘‘tiropeta’’ was served hot 
with drinks as an appetizer. Their 
cheesecake could also be a_honey- 
sweetened mold of cream cheese chill- 
ed in snow — only one of the scores 
of different Greek cheesecakes. 

Today recipes for the tangy, melt- 
ingly delicious cake are even more 
plentiful, and there is no lack of 
cheese-loving gourmets to enjoy them. 
Like most cheese desserts, the majori- 
ty of cheesecakes are made with fresh 
cheese such as cream cheese, cottage 
cheese, or some kind of soft, unrip- 
ened cheese. 

One may whip up a cheesecake 
the easy way, mixing together gelatin, 
dry cottage cheese, whipping cream 
and flavorings, and then turning the 
mixture into a crumb crust to chill 
overnight in the refrigerator. Or he 
may take a tip from those geniuses of 
the pastry kitchen, the Viennese, and 
make his cheesecake of the standard 
mixture of eggs, butter, flour and sug- 
ar enlivened with a wealth of sour 
cream and a generous splash of rum. 

In Vienna, cheesecake is sprinkled 
with vanilla sugar. But some of the 
most popular American recipes marry 
the heavenly rich smoothness of

Vict Kiesinger Wentzel, the 
daughter of West Germany’s re- 
nowned Kurt Georg Kiesinger, like 
Princess Margaret of England, mar- 
ried an artist-photographer. He is 
Volkmar Kurt Wentzel, who is on the 
foreign staff of National Geographic 
Magazine. 

Until October, Mrs. Wentzel was 
in the unique position of being the 
only permanent resident in Washing- 
ton who was the daughter of one of 
Europe’s most important heads of 
government, the Chancellor of West 
Germany. 

She is a distinct personality in her 
own right. The former Viola Kiesinger 
is a raven-haired, classic beauty who 
met her husband three days after ar- 
riving in this country in 1962 to 
study for a Masters Degree in English 


Literature at Georgetown University. 
Viola is not only beautiful but intelli- 
gent, and speaks fluent English, 
French, Spanish, and Italian. The 
couple met at a luncheon hosted by 
then German Minister Georg von Li- 
lienfeld. 

They were married within a year 
in a civil ceremony in Washington. 
This was followed a month later by a 
religious service in a tiny baroque 
church near Tuebingen, Germany, 
where Viola and her only brother, Pe- 
ter Christian Kiesinger grew up. “‘It 
was an impressive and beautiful wed- 
ding in a most romantic setting”’ says 
Mr. Wentzel. 

Atter their engagement was an- 
nounced in 1963, Volkmar took his 
bride-to-be to visit Mrs. Sidney Leg- 
endre, the sister of Palm Beach’s all-

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time polo great, Stephen ‘‘Laddie”’ 
Sanford, at the Legendre’s 4,000 acre 
estate Medway near Charleston, S.C. 
Mr. Wentzel met Mrs. Legendre in 
the long forbidden Kingdom of Nepal, 
when on an expedition with Dr. Dil- 
lon Ripley, and she accompanied 
them to help collect rare birds for the 
Smithsonian Institution and the Mu- 
seum of Natural History. Volkmar 
says of her: ‘‘Gertrude Legendre is a 
charming person with untold energy 
and a great zest for life.” 

Soon atter Viola Kiesinger came 
to this country, I remember meeting 
her at a luncheon for Archduke Otto 
of Hapsburg.

The Ambassador obviously ad- 
mired Viola too, as she was frequently 
a guest at the Embassy. 

Mrs. Wentzel, who has the cur- 
rent status of permanent resident in 
the United States, may some day be-

come an American citizen. She loves 
Washington: ‘‘Because,’’ says she, ‘‘of 
its tree-lined streets, beautiful homes 
and parks, its international society, 
and the tascinating diplomatic social 
round.” 

Volkmar and Viola live in a red 
brick town house with their two little 
daughters, Cecilia, four, and one-year- 


old Christina Louise. It is located on 
fashionable Kalorama Road opposite 
the embassies of France and Portugal.

the Red Cross Ball in Palm Beach at 
the end of January. 

The Wentzels and their little 
daughters accompanied the Chancel- 
lor on his plane when he returned to 
Germany in order to spend a month’s 
holiday at the family home in Tueb- 
ingen. 

As tor Volkmar Wentzel, he was a 
contirmed bachelor before he laid eyes 
on Viola. He was born in Dresden, 
Germany, and moved to America at 
the age of 12. As a Lieutenant in the 
American Air Force, he served in the 
Pacific in World War II. In his work 
as a photographer with National Geo- 
graphic magazine, he has traveled 
over most of the globe on field assign- 
ments. ‘‘My camera has been the 
passport to a fascinating life,” says 
Volkmar.

He 
has also done picture stories on such 
subjects as Mt. Everest, a Maharaja’s 
tiger hunt, the hot 10,000 feet depths 
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of the Kolar gold mines ot India 
(where the rock temperature reaches 
120 degrees), and the atomic research 
center at Oakridge, Tenn. 

Shelves in the family living room 
hold a collection of rare artifacts 
gathered on these expeditions. Visi- 
tors from various far away places are 
entertained frequently, the most re- 
cent being Prince Mfanasibili Dlamini 
of Swaziland. 

Mrs. Wentzel is an excellent cook, 
having learned to make gourmet dish- 
es when she lived as a student in Ita- 
ly and Portugal before coming to 
Washington. Their dining room seats 
twenty, and with the aid of her trust- 
ed maid, Christa, she has often 
cooked for up to forty guests. 

It seems that with her husband, 
two daughters, the aforementioned 
Christa, a German Shepherd they call 
Super Pup, a Norwich terrier called 
Timmie, and two cats, Viola Wentzel 
enjoys the best of domestic as well as 
diplomatic life. Her father and lovely 
mother will surely visit her here 
again. 

Her husband Volkmar thinks they 
have a good lite, too. One night on 
coming home to an especially over- 
whelming welcome from the two chil- 
dren, the dogs, and the cats, he com- 
mented happily: ‘“‘My God, in this 
house you have to love everybody!”

base, the entrance is guarded by large Egyptian lions, 
while at the top tower two colossal statues of Castor and 
Pollux with their steeds. 

The Campidoglio site was an open marketplace until 
the 12th century when the Senate Palazzo was built. To- 
wards the mid-fifteenth century the Palazzo dei Conserva- 
tori was added, but the square’s impressive beauty lies in 
Michelangelo’s design (1536). He added the monumental 
Palazzo Capitolino, restored and harmonized the other fa- 
cades, laid out the handsome arabesque pavement, and fo- 
cused the square on the bronze statue of Marcus Aurelius, 
the only equestrian statue extant from the Imperial era 
(2nd century A.D.). 

The two Capitoline museums contain remarkable sculp- 
ture and paintings. For instance, there is a complete collec- 
tion of Roman busts from antiquity, as well as the famed 
Capitoline Venus, the Romulus and Remus group, and the 
Dying Gladiator. Also displayed are works of Lotto, Ru- 
bens, Caravaggio, Tintoretto and most of the major artists 
of the Italian School. 

To the left of the Senate Palazzo is a small terrace 
with a splendid view to the Piazza Venezia, the central 
portion of the Forum, and the Palatine Hill on the right. 
Temples, triumphal arches and grand ruins lead the eye to 
the massive Colosseum, which stands in its own huge piaz- 
za. 

The viewer may easily become entranced with this 
sweeping panorama of history. To change the kaleidoscope 
a bit, a few steps to the right lead to a monumental arcade 
beneath the Senate Building which offers views of impres-

sive variety. At the west end, a few paces down the cobble- 
stoned road lead to a section of road from Imperial times 
(great fitted stones), which by optical illusion seems to 
merge with a bit of traffic-clogged strada in a short-cut 
across history. 

A few stairs plus a short walk lead to the Piazza Vene- 
zia, where the square again proffers a fascinating blend of 
old and new. Here traffic is at roaring peak on the major 
crosstown axis where Via del Corso from the business dis- 
trict joins the Via dei Fori Imperiali across the Forum and 
onto the capital’s southern monuments, enormous baths, 
and sprawling suburbs. 

Piazza Venezia is at the geographical center of Rome, 
dominated toward the south by the enormous white marble 
monument of Victor Emmanuel II, with its colonnade and 
large bronzes. At the base is the tomb of Italy’s Unknown 
Soldier. 

The square takes its name from the Palazzo Venezia, a 
blend of Gothic and Renaissance styles indicative of the 
palace’s half-century of construction. Its curious history in- 
cludes ownership by the Venetian Republic, and subse- 
quently Austria, for the period 1564 to 1917. At that time 
it became a notable museum of medieval history and art. 
The great rooms were also used for a time as private of- 
fices by Benito Mussolini. 

The Roman piazza promenade may continue through 
the Forum, that remarkable civic, business and religious

porary hub of Rome via the Piazza di Spagna, della Ro- 
tonda, Navona, and Colonna. To be sure, the route is high- 
lighted by antiquities and Renaissance beauty spots. 

In the center of the Piazza di Spagna is the famed Bar- 
caccia fountain (17th century), a graceful marble boat 
fashioned by Pietro Bernini, father of Gian-Lorenzo, who 
designed the Piazza di San Pietro. A subtle cosmopolitan 
blend eminates from the Piazza di Spagna, named for the 
palace of the Spanish Embassy to the Holy See. 

Today, Piazza di Spagna is a gathering place for visi- 
tors the world over, who come to view the city, enjoy the 
flower and craft marts, and then continue on through the 
elegant shopping center in closeby Via Condotti and Via 
Frattini. Glittering side by side are such names as Gucci, 
Bulgari, Cucci, Buccilatti — all the fashionable names in 
leather, jewels, silks and other Italian luxury specialties. In 
the main, Via Condotti is the focus for tradition while Via 
Frattini is much more mod. 

At the foot of Via Condotti, a left turn into Via del 
Corso, Rome’s main artery, leads past a variety of shops, 
baroque churches and palaces such as Salviati, Doria, and 
Chigi among many. About mid-point on the Corso between 
the Piazzas Venezia and Popolo, is the Piazza Colonna. 
This is the business hub of Rome, and permesso (Excuse 
me!) is the only password through the amazing crowds. 

Piazza Colonna takes its name from the 95-foot column 
of Marcus Aurelius at its center. The bas-reliefs tell of the 
Emperor’s victories over the Germans, while a charming 
16th century fountain graces the base. St. Paul’s statue has 
replaced the Emperor at the top. Nearby, Palazzo Monte- 
citorio, a 17th century masterpiece by Bernini, is now used

by Italy’s Chamber of Deputies. Travelers with a sharp 
ear may hear the whir of the presses of [1 Tempo, Il Mes- 
sagero and other great Roman dailies. 

A tew blocks west, the promenade leads through Piazza 
della Rotonda which hosts one of Rome’s most remarkable 
monuments, the Pantheon. Built by Agrippa in 27 B.C., it 
was restored by Hadrian in 110 A.D. Giant monolith col- 
umns support the portico leading into the rotunda, whose 
dome measures almost 150 feet in diameter. Besides its ar- 
resting architecture, the Pantheon contains the tombs of 
Italian Royalty and that of the painter, Raphael. 

To quietly cap this second route, a closeby haven for 
refreshment is the Piazza Navona. Here, tracing the site of 
Domitian’s stadium, is perhaps the most handsome ba- 
roque ensemble otf Rome. Outstanding palaces and 
churches include Girolamo Rainaldi’s palazzo, and St. Ag- 
nes Chapel designed by Borromini. In the center of the 
square is the Fountain of the Rivers by Bernini. 

Still another piazza itinerary arches across the north 
end of the city’s center, linking the religious capital of Vat- 
ican City at the Piazza di San Pietro with the President’s 
Palace on the Piazza Quirinale. Between these two worlds 
lie Piazza Cavour and Piazza del Popolo (Rome’s largest 
square), leading to the beautiful Borghese Gardens on the 
Pincio Hill bordering Piazzale Brazile at the entry of cele- 
brated Via Veneto’s hotels and sidewalk terraces. 

The Piazza di San Pietro is considered one of the most 
exceptional squares in the world, and is enclosed by Berni- 
ni’s two elipse-shaped doric colonnades. In the center, an 
Egyptian obelisque rises more than 130 feet, twice that of 
Paris’ Place de la Concorde. On either. side are Bernini’s 
plume-like fountains, and the square’s backdrop is no less

than St. Peter’s Cathedral with dome by Michelangelo, fa- 
cade by Bramante, and mosaics by Raphael. 

From St. Peter’s, the stroll should continue along the 
Tiber’s embankments to Sant’Angelo castle and bridge 
built by Hadrian, past government buildings to Piazza Ca- 
vour and its bridge, to Piazza del Popolo. This enormous 
square is the work of Valadier (1816-20) in neo-classical 
style. Its varied ornaments include two baroque churches 
and the Renaissance church of Santa Maria by Vignole. 

At the east end of Piazza del Popolo, a charming foun- 
tain marks the entry to the city’s vast Villa Borghese Gar- 
dens. Miles of paths lead under pines and cypresses to a 
variety of park facilities and the palace. The palazzo has 
an outstanding collection of paintings. Not far away, ter- 
race restaurants invite refreshment with splendid views of 
the capital. 

Farther to the south, visitors come upon the Piazza 
della Repubblica, formerly known as the Piazza Escedra 
because of its semi-circular shape. In the background are a 
section of an ancient Roman rampart and the National 
Roman Museum, which houses some of the finest sculpture 
from antiquity. However, Piazza Escedra is probably best 
known for its great fountain (1885), which is particularly 
lovely when lighted at night. 

Rome’s squares are legion, and each boasts its reward - 
ing treasure. In Piazza Farnese, the palazzo of the same 
name houses the French Embassy. Its rich detail was de- 
signed by Michelangelo. On the Piazza Villa Giulia, a 16th 
century building gives the square its name and houses the 
Etruscan Art Museum, perhaps the finest in the world. Pi- 
azza Capodiferro boasts Palazzo Spada and its superb col- 
lection of paintings from Titian to Rubens. 

Tiny Piazza Bocca della Verita (Mouth ot Truth) is a 
fascinating spot where Rome’s first marketplace was lo- 
cated midway between Palatine Hili and the Tiber. Close 
by are two oft missed curiosities for seekers of pleasure in 
ruins — the antique Ponte Rotto, crumbling gracefully 
into the Tiber, and the Massima water-drain, an engineer- 
ing marvel built by the Tarquinian Etruscans. 

A mere handful of Rome’s piazzas are gateways to ad- 
venture among the city’s countless treasures of ancient em- 
pires. Under marvelously luminous sky, these squares 
frame Roman life set against great architecture, splashing 
fountains, refreshing parasol pines, and lively people. 0

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As British as Banbury Cross, as 
English as Eros (the famous fountain

Lending pomp and officialdom to 
the English explosion was the British 
Ambassador to the United States, 
John Freeman. With him came the 
Duke and Duchess of St. Albans, all 
the way from Chelsea, and an entou- 
rage of mod personalities straight 
trom London’s Carnaby Street. 

The British Consul General, An- 
drew Franklin and Mrs. Franklin en- 
tertained the visitors at their Han- 
cock Park residence with some 500 
guests attending.

cheesecake to the delectable taste of 
fresh fruit, such as cherries or pineap- 
ple, strawberries or blueberries. To 
accentuate the satiny cheese texture, 
there may be a crisp crust of crushed 
zwieback or graham crackers or, as 
we have it in one of our recipes, a 
crust made with matzo meal. 

Sometimes, a layer of nuts, raisins 
or dates is run through the center of 
the cheese. Or the filling may be a 
mixture of fruits and nuts, such as 
cherries and grated almonds. Amazing 
but true, there is even a chocolate 
cheesecake, made with bittersweet 
chocolate, cottage cheese, and a gen- 
erous sprinkle of nutmeg! 

An exceptionally tasty basic 
cheesecake, mixed by a master chef 
who gives the recipe his own unique 
touch, has made many a restaurant 
famous. The Fontainebleau Hotel in 
Miami Beach serves a superbly blend- 
ed cheesecake: made from a secret 
recipe. Luchow’s, the famous German 
restaurant in New York, sets its cake 
into a kuchen dough. And Lindy’s 
Strawberry Cheesecake is a legend. 

When trying cheesecake recipes, it 
is vitally important that instructions 
be followed carefully. Usually, the 
oven is heated from low (250 degrees 
F.) to moderate (350 degrees F.). 
Keep the oven door closed during the 
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baking time if the recipe requires this. 
And cool the cake thoroughly before 
placing fruit or glaze on top. For best 
melding of flavor, let the cake set 
overnight before serving it. 

Following are recipes to treasure, 
guaranteed to please the most dis- 
criminating Yuletide guests. As to 
which one to try, you will just have 
to bake them, sink a fork into the 
silky white cake, and taste for your- 
self. The tangy richness will melt in 
your mouth, leaving a happy memory 
which, we hope, will help make this 
the merriest of all Christmases. 

LUCHOW’S CHEESECAKE 

Kuchen dough; 6 ounces butter; 2 
cups sugar; % cup cornstarch; 4 tea- 
spoon salt; 10 eggs; 242 pounds ba- 
ker’s cheese or pot cheese (not cottage 
cheese); 142 tablespoons grated lemon 
peel; 1 teaspoon vanilla; 3 cups milk; 
3 cups heavy whipped cream. 

Prepare kuchen dough propor- 
tionately and line bottom and sides of 
12-inch spring-form cake pan. Use 
hand or wooden spoon to make 
smooth, even lining. Mix butter, sug- 
ar, cornstarch, salt, and eggs. When 
thoroughly mixed, add cheese, grated 
lemon peel and vanilla. Add milk and 
cream. Pour into cake pan. Bake in 
moderate 350 deg. F. oven about one 
hour. When done, turn off heat; let 
cake remain in oven % hour longer, 
until cooled. Serves 12.

A new 18-hole champion- 
ship golf course (open this Spring) 
starts where the ski slope ends, and 
portions of the 18th fairway face the 
possibility of a happy family meeting 
place — golf and skiing at the same 
time! 

Before and after ski-time, those 
who like to race with the wind, or 
just sit and watch others do it, meet 
at a handsome three-story Ski Lodge. 
Gothic in design, it has an unusual 
staggered cedar shake roof. Its three 
levels sport a massive native rock 
chimney with walk-in fireplaces on 
each floor. 

There is a modern Ski Shop on 
the entrance floor carrying fiberglass 
skis, plastic boots, metal skis with 
safety release bindings, a variety of 
mens’ and women’s ski apparel, as 
well as updated rental equipment.

Peter Reinecke is proud of the 
fact that for the first time in the 
South, Seven Devils will rent (on a 
limited basis) a Sitzski . . . similar to 
a bicycle, except with a double ski 
base, and known from Vermont to 
California as a Skibob.

converted to skiing Southerners who 
since early 1968 have thronged to 
Beech Mountain skiing areas. 

Here the beginner finds a 1,400 
foot slope, 350-foot ski school slopes 
(the Austrian ski school under Willi 
Falger, who oftimes succumbs to lead- 
ing Austrian dances come eventide), 
and a mile and one-half beginner 
trail. 

The intermediate slope measures 
3,700 feet, the run named ‘‘Shawnee- 
haw Shute”’ is 4,000 feet . . . a total 
of three miles of slopes and trails cov- 
ering an 800-foot vertical drop.

Peter Reinecke’s advice to the 
novice is: ‘‘A ski lesson is less expen- 
sive than an x-ray, which costs about 
$8. A half hour lesson costs $3.50 and 
is fun.’ Too, the Ski School here will 
feature both European and American 
instructors, all teaching the American 
Technique. ‘“‘There is now a unified 
American system used in the north, 
west and far west and in the south,”’ 
Pete says, ‘“‘that eliminates a stu- 
dent’s confusion. They can leave off 
anywhere and take up later without a 
switch in technique.”’ Novel, too, will 
be the use of “‘Snowmat,”’ a plastic 
formulation resistant to wear and 
weather to be used on the ramps at 
the chairlifts. 

And come winter-ski or summer 
fun, friends will find the homes of 
many Seven Devils residents alight — 
say the George Brownlows, Mr. and 
Mrs. Robert J. Fewell of Coral Ga- 
bles, Mr. and Mrs. Charles Tomlinson 
of Fort Lauderdale, and Mr. and 
Mrs. Harold F. Wolke of Jackson- 
ville. 

Reputedly the highest resort in 
the East, 8,000-acre Beech Mountain 
at Banner Elk is a year-round colony 
of homes, golf courses and seven ski 
trails and slopes with two base lodges, 
one gondola, three triple chairlifts and 
two double ones, a short T-bar and a 
tow rope. The base elevation is 4,700 


feet; the summit 5500 feet. 
What used to be a lumber road, 


where wild boar, bear and hikers 
roamed, is now a smooth stretch of 17 
miles of roads, leading through this 
complex. It’s a madhouse of snow en- 
thusiasts including transplanted 
Northerners, club members, newly- 


two to eight inches of fresh powder 
nightly; more than 1,300 sets of rent- 
al skis are available, and apres-ski 
warmth and conviviality at the sum- 
mit or at the base lodges. In fact, one 
ski enthusiast was heard to remark, 
“The East’s highest lift skiing is not 
in New Hampshire, but in North Car- 
olina. To Southerners it’s called snow- 
skiing at the Beech.”’ 

‘“‘Baby”’ of all these Blue Ridge 
Mountain ski areas is Sugar Moun- 
tain, located on 3,000 acres midway 
between Banner Elk and Linville off 
Route 184. 

Plans call for a December 26 
grand opening, with the GLM Ski 
School (under the aegis of Eric Bind- 
lechner of Innsbruck, Austria. 

Sugar Mountain, according to 
Dennis Gleim, director of services 
here and Linville Ski Club president, 
will be the first Ski School in the 
South to use the revolutionary Grad- 
uated Length Method (GLM) of ski 
instruction. Skiers start on a special 
Head three-foot ski; beginners learn 
the basics and ride the chairlift the 
first day. As their ability and confi- 
dence grows, they progress to a five- 
foot and then regulation six-foot ski. 

Sugar Mountain will be able to 
accommodate 2,000 enthusiasts daily 
on its 50-acre skiing area. While 
Beech Mountain is the highest ski 
slope at 5,500 feet, this ski resort has 
a summit of 5,400 feet. 

Management of Sugar Mountain 
is under the direction of Dr. Thomas 
H. Brigham, a former vice president 
of Beech Mountain, who has been a 
ski enthusiast since his youth in Ver- 
mont. In fact, he gave up a thriving

A world authority on skiing in 
Southern latitudes, Dr. Tom, his wife 
Marye, and their three youngsters re- 
cently sold their Beech Mountain 
home and are now building at Sugar 
Mountain. 

Alex Andrews of Raleigh (Palm 
Beach come winter until this year) is 
board chairman of Sugar Mountain 
and Albert W. Johnson of Nashville, 

Tennessee is a member of the board 
of directors. 

While Dr. Brigham is president of 
Sugar Mountain, George and Chessie 
MacRae are the most hard-working 
vice presidents ever. The MacRaes 
were formerly connected with Beech 
Mountain and have lived here year 
round since 1963. They now live near- 
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“Fanny Hill.”” (G. G. Reynolds) 


by till their Sugar Mountain mansion 
is a fait accompli. (They own nearby 
Flat Mountain.) 

Plans for Sugar Mountain include 
a lodge that will be the hub of the 
resort’s activities (golf, tennis, riding, 
fishing as well as skiing). Rooms and 
dining facilities for some 250 people 
will be built in Sugar Hollow at the 
ski slopes base and near the tennis 
courts, the outdoor heated pool, trout 
fishing and an eventual 18-hole, par
